Honse Passes Urgent Defloiency Bill Without
Opposition.

PROVIDE VOLUNTEERS' PAY TILL JULY, 1899

Members Make No Reference in Debate to
Conduot of the War,

EMERGENCY FUND FOR WAR DEPARTMENT

Determination is Expressed to Be Prepared
for Untoward Turn of Events.

BILL AS COMPLETED CARRIES $69,895,892

Generinl Discussion Arises as to Ad-
visabllity of Mustering Out Vol-
unicers Before Regular Army
in Inereaned.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The urgent de-
ficlancy bill to provide for the support of

* the military and naval establishments was

passed by the house today, practlcally with-
out opposition. A fear had been expressed
that the measure might open up a prolonged
debate on the conduct of the war, but the
democratic leaders decided that such action
would come later on the appropriation bills,
or for the bill for the reorganlization of
the army. There was not a word of criti-
clsm of the war during the debate.

The only polnt upon which an lssue was
ralsed today was as to whether the bill,
providing as it did for the payment of the
volunteera until July, 1809, might not be
construed as a modificatlion of the law un-
der which the volunteerse were musiered
into service. Mr. McRae of Arkansas of-
fered an amendment providing that it
should not be =0 construed and upon U
there was a general dlscusalon as to the
advisabliity of mustering the volunteers out
before the regular army was increased. Mr.
Cannon fnally accepted the McRae amend-
ment and that was the only shadow of op-
position to the bill

A number of amendements were adopted,
upon the recommendation of the appropria-
tions committee, which received some sup-
plemental estimates after the blll was pre-
pared. The largest of these was an ltem
of $3.000,000 for an emergency fund for the
War department and $578,000 for the ord-
nance department, increasing the amount
carried by the bill to $60,805,802, The con-
ference report upon the bill to render the
guretles of consuls, vice consuls and consular
agents llable for damages In sulta al law
was adopted.

The house adjourned over untll Monday,
to give the committee an opportunity to
work without Interruption.

On motlon of Chairman Cannon of the
appropristions committea the house went
inte committee of the whole immediately
after the reading of the Journal to conslder
the urgency deficlency bill for the support
of the military and naval establishments
during the slx months beginning January
1, 1800,

The deficlency bill gave rise to a long
debate on the increase In the slze of the
army, and the muster-out of the volun-
teurs, & number of democrats Inslsting the
bill would enable the president to retaln
the wvolunteers in service after peace was
declared. Messre. Dockery and Sayers, lead-
ing democrats of the appropriations com-
mittee, defended the bill and sald It could
not be construed to modify the volunteer
law. Mr. MoRae, democrat of Arkansas, an-
nounced A purpose to move an amendment
specifically declaring the bill should mnot
have such an effect. The house finally
passed the urgent deficlency bill.

Mr. Underwood, democrat of Ala-
bama, questloned Mr. Caopnon rel-
ative to the disposition of the

wolunteer army. Mr. Cannon sald the treaty
of peace might be ratified in January or it
might not be ratified for months. No one
could tell what was In front of us. The
voluntesr army might be mustered out and
its place taken by th® regulars. That was &
matter for the future to decided, but he felt
confident that the treasury would be rich
enough and congress wise enough to meet any
emergency, Mr, Sayres, democrat of Texas,
the ranking minority member of the appro-
priations committes, gave his unqualified
endorsement of the bill, which, he sald, 414
not effect In any way the leglalation regard-
ing the volunteer or regular armles. It slm-
ply made appropriations to support the pres-
¢nt military and naval establishment. The
bill was based en the theory that the volun-
teers would continue untd July 1, 1899, 1t
tkey were mustered out the appropriation
would be covered back Into the treasury.

Mr. Livingston expressed the beliof that
the law by which the volunteers were mus-
tered Into mervice was subject to double
construction as to the time of muster out
and belleved that if the presidemt was dis-
posed to keep the volunteers in the service
until the regular army had been reorganized
this bill appropristing mouey for thelr pay-
ment would strengthen his hands.

Shonld Muster Out Volunteers.

Mr. McRae gave notice that at the proper
time be would offer an amendment, declar-
jng that nothing in the pending bill should
construs, extend or modify sectlon 4 of the
aoct of April 23, creating the volunteer army.
He sald he would not have pressed this
amendment had It not been for the preal-
dent's declaration In his message that be
would muster out the volunteer army as
soon a8 the regular establishment was In-
creased. It was unjust to the volunteers to
hold them In the service when congress had
glven a solemn pledge that they should be
mustered out us soon as the war ended.

He belloved it was the purpose of the
president to hold the volunteers until a
large standiug army was providea.

“The army on a peace fooling numbers but
26,000,"" interposed Mr. Cannon., “Does the
gentleman and his side of the house stand
ready to support a bill to Increase that army
to meet the necessities of the government
in Ita present emergencles and those which
confront 1t?

“We will mest that question when It
arises,’ replied Mr. McRae. “We are op-
pored to a large standing army and we are
opposed to holding the volumteers 1o per-
form the duty of regulars and be used as
club to force us Lo create & large standing
army. Let reorganization of the army come
in the regular way.'

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Rallroads Asked to Flgure on a Dally
Train Between Omaha and
Lincoln,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(8peclal Tele-
gram.)—Captaln White, superintendent of
the Rallway Mall service, stated today to
Mr. Rosewater, who stopped in the city en-
route west from New York, that he had
asked for propositions from the Burlington,
Rock Island and Missourl Pacific to run a
fast mall traln between Omaba and Lincoln,
commencing January 2. He has not re-
celved any replies to his request, however,
but thought the delay was due to lack of
time on the part of the several rallroads to
figure out whiat to do with the traln after
it reaches Lincoln, whether to put on & new
eastbound train or allow it to take the place
of the train now on Lhe schedule. As to
fast mall service between New York, San
Franclsco and Portland, Superintendent
White sald the details were about completed
and the service would go {nto operation
after the holldays.

Senator Pettigrew today |ntroduced a bill
which s of especial interest to a number of
citizens of Nebraska, South Dakota and
lowa. The blll appropriates $7.810 to re-
imburse certaln citizens of the states named
for improvement upon certaln sections ot
land In Gregory county, Bouth Dakota, aft-
erwards found to be within a territory set
apart by the government for the Bloux In-
dians, In 1890-92-83-94 and 18956 citizens of
the above states, including Orin Lee of Basin,

He was sentenced for a
term of five years,

Isanc Youmans, convicted In Colorado ot
passing counterfeit money and sentenced
for slx years, also was pardoned, The
prisoner, the attorney general says, Is de-
scribed as a green and credulous hny Im-
posed upon and misled by his designing con-
federntes, who were professlonal counter-
felters. The secret service officlals recom-
mended executive clemency,

Boyd Dutwell of Indlan Territory, who
was convicted and sentenced to a term of
one year and four months#for the larceny
of four hogs, has been pardoned, He has
now been in jall and the penitentiary
awaiting trial a year and five months.

Samuel J. Scharf, convicted In Idaho and
sentenced to prison for a term of two years
and to pay a fine for selling liquor to the
Indlans, has served one year and two
months, The sentence |s regarded am ex-
cesslve. He Is an old soldier.

Ed Balley of Alabama, sentenced to two
years and to pay a fine for violation of the
Internal reveénue laws, was recommended for
pardon for the reason that he had tendered
valuable service to the government In the
prosecution of other cases,

W, B. Price of Texas, who was sentenced
to the penitentlary for six years for rob-
bery, is pardoned, The prisoner was only
n boy when convicted, and Is now low with
consumption.

Leonard O, Partillo, who was convicted in
Minnesota of counterfeiting silver dollars,
has been granted a commutation of his sen-
| tence from five to three years. Partillo, It
Is sald, was not the princlpal offender, and
was driven to his crime somewhat by his
necessities. The judge who passed sentence
now says that had he known all the eir-
cumstances of the case he would have Im-
posed a lighter sentence,

FIRAT SPECIAL PENSION

BILL.

To Ald Widow of Captain Dickinson,
Killed at El Caney.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 8.—The first of the
speclal pension bills growing out of the
Spanish-American war to be Introduced at
the present session s that of Representa-
tive Glllett of Massachusetts to pension the
widow of Captain Dickinson, Seventeenth
United States Infantry, mortally wounded
during the fight at El Caney on July 1 last,

Other bills of this character coming over
from last session are those to pension the
mother of Worth Bagley, the naval ensign,
who lost his life on the torpedo boat Win-
slow during the bombardment of Cardenas,
and to pension the widow of Captain Grid-
ley, commander of Admiral Dewey's flagship
Olympla, during the battle of Manila.

All bills relating to the Spanish-Ameri-
can war go to the penslons commitiee, as the
committee on (nvalid pensions which handles
the great bulk of pension afalrs, Is re-
stricted to the clvil war. Chalrman Ray of
the committee on Invalld penslons sald to-
day that he did not look for any general
pension legislation growing out of the re-
cent Wwar.

DARING RESCUEIN MID-OCEAN

British Beamen Do Gallant Work in Farious
Btorm.

LONDONIAN UNABLE TO WEATHER GALE

Steamer Vedamore Saves Portion of
Crew After Desperate Attempis
and MRemainder (s Loat
with the Vesnel,

PHILADELPHIA, Deoc. 8.—The British
steamer Vedarmore, which salled from Liv-
erpool November 22 for Baltimore, passed
in Cape Henry Iast night and reported that
it had on board forty-five of the crew of
elghty-elght men of the steamer Londonian.
The Londonlan sailed from Boston on No-
vember 25 for London nnd was provieusly
reported by a vessel arriving at Liverpool
as having been sighted on itz beams end
and abandoned. This is the firsL news of
the whereabouts of the crew. The London-
fan has undoubtedly gone to the bottom of
the ocean,

The Londonian encountered a violent gale
on November 23, Its cargo shifted and it
almost eapsized, finally resting on its beam
ends with big seas breaking over the deck.
The luckless crew was helpless to right the
ship and for two days it drifted about at
the mercy of the winds and waves.

Assistance came at 6 o'clock on the morn-
ing of November 26, The Vedamore hove
In sight, five miles distant, and as it was
stlll quite dark the Londonian burmed sig-
nal fires and fired dlstress rockets. The
slgnals were seen aboard by the officers
on the Vedamore bridge and reported to
Captain Bartlett, who gave Immediate or-
ders that the Vedamore's course be changed,
The Londonlan was then to the southward
of the Johnston liner. It did mot take the
Vedamore long to cover the flve mllea that
lay between them and as it arrived along-
side it was signaled to stand by.

Volunteers Attempt Rencue,

“Do you wish to abandon the ship?"’ was
slgnaled from the Vedamore as soon as
daylight would permit signals being seen,
and Captain Lee of the Londonian responded
that he wanted the Vedamore to tow his
vessel. Captaln Bartlett saw at a glance
that this was an Impossibility and refused
to attempt it, as it would have endangered
his own ship. Captain lee then signaled,
asking that the Vedamore stand by to ren-
der assistance., foon afterward he signaled,
*Will abandon ship,” and at noon, in the
teeth of a stiff gale, Second Ofcer Hobbs
and a volunteer crew gallantly launched
one of the Vedumore's boats and attempted
to reach the sinking Londonian. For three
hours the sturdy Britona battled with wind
and wave in a valn attempt to reach the
ship, but finally were forced to return to
the Vedamore. Captain Bartlett then
steamed to windward of the doomed
steamer and several other attempts to res-
cue the Londonlan's crew were made fruit-
lensly.

As It grew too dark to do anything more
Captain Bartlett algnaled, “Will stand by
you untll morning.'' The plteous signai,
“For (od's sake, don't leave us,” came back
in reply.

During the night the wind Increased and
by morning it was |blowing very hard.
Then it was that another means of rescue
was decided upon. Fer mm
- with lines -witached were figatod ‘m
Londonian and at Iast its crew succeeded
in getting obe aboard. One the Veda-
more's lifeboats, Improvised as a lifecar,
made a trip succesafully and twenty-two
_half frozen and exhausted men were hauled
up over the side of the Vedamore and given
every comfort the ship afforded. As the
boat was golng back to the Londonian a
blg rea demolished It, The lines were car-
rled away and the communlcation broken.

Chief Officer Doran of the Vedamore vol-
unteered to launch another lifeboat ta at-
teempt the rescue. The seas were by this
time terrific and It was only owing to the
splendid manner in which the boat was
handled that it llved it out. For two hours
the boat’s crew struggled at the oars, but
could not get closer than sixty yards to
the wreck. They were at last forced Lo
glve up and return to thelr ghlp, and In
dolng so the boat was smashed against the
ship's slde and lost, All came near drown-
Ing, but were hauled aboard with lines.

Portion eof Crew Escapes.

Another night ef perll and fear passed.
The next morning twenty-three of the men
of the Londonlan succeeded in launching
one of their boats and reached the Veda-
more in safety. Thelr boat was also lost
and all that day was spent In trylng to
agaln establish communlcation with the
wreck, The gale was constantly Increasing
and all efforts to save the others were in
valn. Even after night had fallen the Veda-
more was kept cruising about In the vicin-
Ity, but when day broke next morning the
Londonlan had vanished,

The Vedamore then proceeded to Baltl-
more., ‘The wrecked ateamer was first
sighted in latitude 48.30, longitude 15.10.

On November 29, the day after the Veda-
more lost sight of the Londonlan, the steam-
ship King Arthur passed it In latitude 45,
longitude 16. It was then abandoned and
all bher boats were gone. It Is supposed
the remainder of the crew attempted to
leave in their own boats and all hands per-
Ished. The Londonian was a fine steel ves-
sel, built at Glasgow In 1896, and regis-
tered 5,682 tons gross. The ship's original
name was Idaho, which waa changed to the
present name about & year ago. Captain
| Lee was formerly chief officer of the Lay-
land line steamer Victorlan. His home was
In Brixham, England, where he had a fam-
ily, The Londonian carrled no passengers.

SMALLPOX IN PENNSYLVANIA

State Health Inapector Discovera Two
Hundred Canses of What He Fro-
nounces the Real Disease,

HUNTINGTON, Pa.,, De¢, 8.—Among Bed-
ford’'s population of 2,600 there are 200 cases
of what is sald to be genulne smallpox.
This alarming condition of affairs was dleg-
covered yesterday and up to that time there
continued an uninterrupted commingling of
the citizens of the town, irrespective of
thelr physical condition.

Dr. W. B. Atkinson of Phlladelphis, in-
spector of the State Board of Health, passed
through here today on his retaurn from
Redford, where he diagnosed the disease
that prevalle from one end of the town to
the other. Dr. Atkinson, after a thorough
examination, says It is genulne smallpox.
He himself counted 130 cases In the town
ond belleves there are fully 200 in all

Men, women and ohildren, he declared,
with smallpox orusts on their bodles and
faces, have been traveling the streets day
and night and visitiog from house to houss,
unconscious of the true nature of the af-
fllctlon. The rapid spread of the disease
was due to the inabllity of the local phyel-
olans to dlagnose it, not one of the prac-
ticing physicians of the town having before
treated a smallpox case. Drastic measures
were taken today to prevent the contagion
from spreading further. The whole town
is closely gquarantined and policed.

George Martfln, a member of Company A,
Pifth regiment of Huntiogton, who is af-
flicted with smallpox, contracted the dlsease
while playing foot ball in Bedford from an
opposing Bedford player.

TRAGEDY IN COUNTRY CHURCH

Insnne Jealonay Causea Missourl

The indications are that If Clevenger
i» caught he will be roughly handled.

The tragedy was due to Young Clevenger's
insane jealousy of his cousin and this was
intensified by the fact that her father,
Joreph Clevenger, had forbldden Ernest to
come to thelr house.

*A final definite treaty of fourteen articles
wns agreed upon today, the Americans hav-
ing accepted certain modifications, Among
them Is one proposed by me to the effect
that should American occupation of Cuba
cease and a new Cuban government be set
up America will Insist that the new Cuban
government shall accept all of Cuba's pros-
ent and Interim obligations, There are no
commercial concesslons aelde from the olause
relating to the Phillppines and there is &
stipulation that for a period of ten years
Spanish vessels are to have equal rights
with those of the United States. This privl-
lege may aleo bo granted to other nations;
but for that period It eannot ha taken awny
from Spain, where the recont discussion of
the Maine Incldent has agaln roused popu-
lar indignation. The treaty has been or-
dered to be drawn and engrossed on parch-
ment In duplicate and will be signed at the
Qual d'Orsay Saturday or at the latest on
Monday."

Judge Day, the president of the United
Btutes commission, explained tonight that
the treaty will be a secret document until
it reaches President MeKinley and the
aenale, but he allows this to be sald for him
and the commisslon:

“The conclusion of peace by treaty was a
very gratifylng thing. Fallure in respect
of It would have been a misfortune for both
countries.'

The Spaniards filed today a memorandum
In support of their rejected and modified
propositions presented three sessions ago
which have already been published. They
protest that the position assumed by the
United States Is not supported by law, but
finally they ylelded and assented to the ems-
bodiment In the treaty of thelr articles as
modified by the American commission, say-
fng that they succumbed to force and cons
sidered the actlon of the American come-
missioners as an ultimatum.

The commisslon then took up the remain-
Ing four articles of the original draft of
the treaty as preee¢nted by the Americans.
The fAiret article taken up related to the ced-
ing of an {sland—Upalan, or Strong's lsland
—in the Carolines and the ceding of a cahle
landing in the Spanigh possesslons on the
coast of Africa and the peninsuMa, for which
$1,000,000 was offered. This was rejected by
the Spanlards on the ground that under the
Bpanish law the authorization of the Cortes
must be obtalned before the alienation af
territory could take place,

The next article related to allowing
American misglonaries to resume work In
the Carolines, This was also rejected by the
Spaniards on the ground that the Spanish
law 1a libera! enough as it stands,

The third article considered related to the
ratification of former treaties and conven-
tlons between the two countries, It was re-
jected by the Spanlards on the ground that
the treatles needed material revision, owing
to & change of circumstances. The other
article formally concluded the treaty and
naturally was accepted,

Cuban Obligntions.

When Scpor Abarzuza asked that Cuba
be held to treaty stipulations In case a now
government Is set up there the Americans
wanted a clause |neerted providing that the
obligations assumed hy the United States in
the treaty, insofar as they related to Cuba,
ehould be limited to the time of their occu-
pation of the leland. That was at the meet-
ing before the last and today as & compro-
mise Senor Abarzuza requested the Amerl-
cana to modify the clause to the extent of
paying that they would urge upon thelr suc-
cepsors as governors In Cuba the carrying
out of the obligations assumed therein, The
Americans agreed to this and the chause as
amonded s to read that the United States
wil] advise whatever Independent govern-
ment might succeed It in the Island to ob-
perve the provisions of the treaty. This

Associnted Prean Story.

PARIS, Dec. 8.—The Unlted Biates and
the Spanish peace commissloners concluded
thelr work today and finally wsettled the
termsa of the treaty of pence. They will
meet opce more in formal sesslon on Satur-
day or Monday next, when the Spanish com-
missloners, sorrowfully, and the Améericans,
with feclings of relief, will write their slg-
patures upon the document which embod-
fes the results of the war and the prepara-
tion of which has consumed eleven weeks,
a longer time than the war itself. In the
meantime the (reaty will be engrossed
under the supervision of Mr. Moore and
Benor Ojeda, the seretarios of the respective
commissions.
